Whether the admission of 
Onnadiau goods duty free would not de- 
range trade, compel merchants to seek 
new business relations and whether it 
would not prevent the use or progress of 
manufactures or factories in our own terri- 
tory ? Of course all theso injuries to 
British Columbia might bo beneficial 
to some of the provinces of the Dominion, 
but what we have lo consider Is our own 
jiuterest. It would not comfort as to 
starve in order to fatten them. I like 
wise suggested that two members in o 
House composed of one haadred and 
eighty or so, conld have little or no infla 
cnce in altering tbe tariff, the commercial 
systeiri, or geqera\,lt^\yB tp,.8ait'"t^i«!'

We have a rjeb, 
country, and it is abiard lo ssy tbal it' ean«- 
not supp-rt its own govafoment. True it is 
ihat the Government is now in difficulties, 
but the past year has been an exceptional 
year; Ihetavaoue has basn diminished by 
causes vary well known, ils expenses in- 
creased by haying to pay off various saper- 
lluous members and tbo retaotiliQ «0f *<tbe 
Seat of Goveromeat at Weitmioster, > and 
the presentation of bills that were supposed 
to have been paid. A brighter era has 
dawned, and it is believed by those ablo to 
judge that Ibis year a considerable influx of 
immigraiion will take place and the lunds 
of the Governmeot be at least equal to 
tho demands npoo it. and that Ibe leveone 
will be nearer 8600,000.

May uot immediate Confederation lead to a 
similar rusalts,? If after Oonfederatioo 
the people of British Columbia become 
dhsaiisfied, that diasatisfactiou will be 
a snurce of weakness and expense 
to the Dominion. It is better, tbere< 
fore, lor both parties not to be in a 
harry. It is Donssoie to say tbat-ihis'colpay 
will be forced into tbe Dominida agairist lis 
will ; neither the Dominion nor this colony 
would allow it.

Supposo the people of this 
colony lo submit now lo a Stamp Tax, that 
they will have to bear under Confeder- 
ation, would tbey not be abia to lopport their 
Goveromeat hod carry on oecasiary works 7 
Phere oaonot ba a doobt bat that Ooofsder- 
aiion would to ua increase tba ospense of 
Giveroment; or in other words, thnt this 
oolonj could conduct its own Govornmnnt 
nt less cost tban it will entail under Oonled- 
eratino; It requiros vary eerious oon-*ider- 
aiion whether it is worth while risk ng the 
destruction of tbe farming, industridl, manu- 
fiioiuring and commercial interests for the 
Bako of SIOO.OOO per annum, which vcy soon 
they might pity themselveB to tho G ncral 
Government. 'I'he peupla want to prosper. 
I'o rain ibcm and give tbe provinces $100,- 
000 to be allowed lo do so, does not exaotly 
seem 'bo way to make a country rich rr 
prosperous. Depend upon it, the couotry is 
large enongh and rich eoough lo support \U 
sell ; let us curtail diir own oxpent^es, im- 
prove onr government and sadaavor to 
dev)^lop our own resourocs ; the people mu-il 
do tho lailer and not Ibe Uoveram^Dt. The 
Confederacy is at best an experimtpt and Dooe. 
can tell whether it will saoceed'or not ; even 
now it has discordant elements viithin ilsell

General Bu^tament having informed Prado 
that the wloIq army waj in the revolt and 
clamorous for his Ufa, the latter thought tbe 
story falee, but iinraedialely sought safely in 
flight. Deserted by their chief, the troops 
becttme den^raliz|^f aidd a large body passed 
over^t'lSnh'^nomy. ■"P^ra'do, on arriving at 
Islay, embarked for Callao, when he pro- 
ceeded to Lima. Tbe indignation against 
him is very great. The troops in tho castle 
at Callao were turned over to the Coneo Guv- 
eroment without bloodshed. Their example 
was followed by tbe Limans. General La 
Fiiento bas laken supremo command until 
the arrival of Coosp, Second Vico President. 
Prado sailed on tbo 11th for Chile, where be 
enjoys the placo unci rank of General.
